The rigid enforcement o f 
this part of the law and a concerted 
a d ion by all fanners in the infect­ 
ed districts by which hunting would 
he eliminated on each farm, would be 
one way of solving the diffimma at 
least partially, it is believed. 
The fact that hunters can carry the 
foot and mouth germs in their cloth­ 
ing or on their shoes from one field 
to another, therefore from one farm 
to another, has been commented on 
since the beginning of the epidemic in 
this state. 
One way of reaching this 
condition, state officials have said, 
would he concerted action on the part 
of all farmers in the infected areas. 
The Governor’s proclamation, how­ 
ever, was expected to solve the sit­ 
uation and to bring into general con­ 
ditions whatever element of power to 
prevent hunting the Governor find.*- he 
has. 
I he Governor, it is known, has 
been considering tin* hunting problem 
and its relation to the foot and mouth 
epidemic for some time. 
Yesterday 
a group of Marion county farmers 
called at his offices and asked that 
some action on the question of pre­ 
venting hunting he taken. 
There is 
an inadequate force of deputies of 
the commissioner of fisheries and 
game in Indiana to police the entire 
state, but with the co-operation of 
the fanners a great deal may be done 
toward stopping all hunting, at least 
in the district infected by the di­ 
sease. 
There was no announcement of fur­ 
ther steps against the disease from 
the state hoard of health today and 
no conferences had been held early 
today with Dr. A. F. Nelson, the state 
veterinarian.
